THE future of a 
£12 million leisure 
centre in Ely could be 
under threat as council 
finances are squeezed 
to the limit. 

The state of the art leisure 
centre is the centrepiece of 
the city’s Masterplan - a 20- 
year vision for Ely - and was 
set to include an eight-lane 
swimming pool, a fitness 
gym with 100 machines and 
a large sports hall. 

But doubts have been raised 
about East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s ability to 
provide vital funding for the 
scheme, on council land off 
Downham Road, and other major 
projects as the economic situation 
deteriorates. 

A budget forecast released at 
last week’s policy and resources 
committee shows the council’s 
cash reserves will be halved over 
the next three years - from 
£2.93 million to just £1.4 million - 
as it attempts to plug a black hole 
in funding for disabled housing. 

The shortfall has arisen after 
the withdrawal of several 
Government grants and a costly 
clean-up of contaminated land in 
the district, alongside falling 
revenues from housing developers 
hit by the global credit crunch. 

The council has also promised 
efficiency savings of £286,000 a 
year for the next three years to 
ensure Council Tax does not rise 
above the rate of inflation. 

Cllr Andy Wright, who raised 
the issue at last Wednesday’s 
meeting, said: “When we last built 
a leisure centre here 20 years ago, 
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we had a huge pot of money from 
the sale of council houses. 

“It meant people in the district 
got lots of facilities without 
having to pay for them. We don’t 
enjoy this situation anymore. 

“We used to wring money out of 
developers too by receiving lots of 
Section 106 money, but we cannot 
count on this huge income either. 

“The same with land charges by 
the council for new homebuyers, 
which made the council £500,000 a 
year quite recently 

“This money is down and 
cannot be included in the 
spending programme. 

“It means there is very little 
room to manoeuvre with these big 
projects, which will need some 
investment from the council. 

“They are putting aside £200,000 
or so a year to fund these projects, 
but taking £500,000 a year out the 
other side, so we need to think 
about what we are going to do 
when this money runs out.” 

But Alex Colyer, the council’s 
executive director for finance, 
said the recent financial 
shortfalls would not affect the 
leisure centre, which is likely to 
be funded by private companies 
or council borrowing. 

He said: “It’s a £12 million 
scheme, so council reserves were 
never enough to fund it. 

“Money has been put aside and 
has been earmarked for leisure 
and, like all capital projects, the 
leisure centre will have its own 
financial appraisal nearer the 
time.”

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From Starbucks to stardom for Mark 


A COFFEE shop assistant 
has quit his job to pursue 
his dreams of rock stardom 
after his band walked away 
from the cult TV show 
Dragon's Den with 
£75,000. 

Mark Ellis, 22, poured his 
final cappuccino at 
Starbucks, in Ely’s High 
Street, last week ahead of 
the screening of the BBC2 
show on Monday. 

It saw his indie band, 
Hamfatter, spark a bidding 
war between the multi¬ 
millionaire investors on the 
show’s panel. 

The result was telecoms 
tycoon Peter Jones paying 
£75,000 for a 30 per cent 
stake in the band’s future 
earnings from gigs, 
merchandise and CD sales. 
Mark, who plays drums, 
singer Eoin O'Mahoney and 
guitarist Jimbo, who met in 
Cambridge, have all quit 
their jobs to concentrate on 
their music careers. 

Their latest single, The Girl I 
Love, was released on 
download on Monday and 
will be available on CD 
release on August 11. 

Lynn Woodward, Mark’s 
former manager at 
Starbucks, said: “We’re all 
big fans of the group and

Mark’s a terrific guy. We 
were all watching on 
Monday and we’re really 
pleased for him. 

“We knew he’d won the 
money for a while, but 
weren’t allowed to tell 
anyone. 

“I remember the day after 


he’d filmed the show, he 
came back to work and 
was really chilled out 
about it. 

“I think he’ll do really well, 
but he’s got his feet firmly 
on the ground, so I’m sure 
he’ll pop back and see us 
when he’s rich and 


famous.” 

Hamfatter have been 
playing on the local scene 
for six years but their only 
success was an 
unexpected top 10 hit in 
Austria with their single, 
The Girls in Graz. 

Their manager Jamie 


Turner secured a spot on 
the TV show, where they 
had three minutes to pitch 
their business plan to the 
dragons. 

They split the time 
between performing their 
song, Szigetand, and 
outlining their proposal for 
what they would do with 
the money. 

The dragons then put the 
heat on the band and their 
manager, quizzing them 
about their plans and 
asking them to perform 
more music. 

Singer Eoin O’Mahoney 
said: “We were in there for 
two-and-a-half hours. 
“They really don’t know 
anything about you before 
you go into the studio so 
they question you 
thoroughly. After about an 
hour we were getting 
ripped to shreds so I was 
thinking, ‘Can you let us 
go now, I want to go down 
the pub’.” 

The band have already 
spent a lot of the money 
on recording a new album 
and producing further 
copies of their last album 
What Part of Hamfatter Do 
You Not Understand?, 
which is going to be 
re-released on August 18. 


Gallery revival thwarted 
as Mattings bid rejected 


PLANS to reopen the 
popular Babylon Gallery at 
a different venue in Ely 
have been thrown out by 
councillors. 

Arts Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC) had 
hoped to revive the gallery at the 
nearby Maltings when the 
riverside centre opened for 
business again later this year 
following six months of roof 
repairs. 

The gallery was closed in June 
after ADeC’s funding from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
was slashed by £70,000, a move 
which provoked an outcry from 
residents 

But art lovers believed there 
was still hope for a riverside 
gallery if ADeC had secured a 
contract to run the Maltings as a 
restaurant, cinema and arts 
centre. 

However, it has failed to make 
the shortlist to run the building, 
with seven professional catering 
firms instead vying for the 
contract. 
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The decision to approve the 
shortlist was agreed unanim¬ 
ously by members of the 
council’s policy and resources 
committee, who said ADeC did 
not have the expertise to run a 
restaurant. 

Ted Coney, who has led the 
campaign to save the Babylon, 
said: “I am very disappointed to 
hear ADeC has not made the 
shortlist. 

“The cottage connected to the 
Maltings was an ideal alternative 
to the Babylon, ensuring Ely 
continued to have a busy river¬ 
side art gallery” 

The Mayor of Ely, Cllr Sheila 
Friend-Smith, also a champion of 
the gallery, said: “I am not 
surprised by this decision 
because we employed a bunch of 
hard-nosed consultants who were 
looking for the Maltings to turn a 
profit. 

“However, I am encouraged 
that councillors have asked all 
seven firms shortlisted to 


consider ADeC as its primary 
provider of cultural activities. 

“A partnership could be a good 
way forward for both parties.” 

The seven shortlisted comp¬ 
anies are the Crown Group, 
Duchy Catering, Sedoxo Prestige, 
Digby Trout Restaurants, 
Alfresco, Yes Dining and Leiths. 
They have 50 days to submit 
tenders. 

Committee chairman Cllr Fred 
Brown said: “The contract to run 
the catering at the Maltings was 
very competitive, with a number 
of world-class catering comp¬ 
anies submitting bids. 

“Unfortunately, ADeC did not 
have a catering partner to 
support their bid. Given the high 
standard of interest, which was 
assessed by the independent 
consultant, members from all 
political parties agreed not to 
take their bid further. 

“The council now plans to 
work closely with ADeC to 
ensure it has a permanent home 
in the future to coordinate its 
excellent arts provision for the 
district. 


“We hope this can be the 
Babylon Gallery and we are 
looking at options to make this 
happen. 

“It is important that we get the 
best possible company or organ¬ 
isation to run the Maltings, who 
must be able to provide the 
investment into the building 
which it sorely needs to make it 
something fit for the 21st 
century” 

The Maltings, built in 1868 for 
the brewery of Ebenezer William 
Harlock, is a grade II listed 
building currently closed for 
repairs. 

Jane Wilson, director of ADeC, 
said: “I am disappointed that 
ADeC was not shortlisted for the 
next stage of bidding. 

“However, our goal now is to 
work with those companies that 
were shortlisted to ensure that a 
strong and successful pro¬ 
gramme of arts and enter¬ 
tainment, including Ely Cinema, 
is an integral part of their vision 
for the Maltings.” 
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Murder 

attempt 

denied 

AN ESCORT girl 
has been 
accused of 
trying to kill a 
client with a 
kitchen knife. 
Sarah Barker, of 
Ely, appeared at 
Northampton 
Magistrates’ 
Court charged 
with attempted 
murder. 

The 26 year old 
is alleged to have 
stabbed a 47- 
year-old man 
from Abington, 
Northamp¬ 
tonshire, at least 
seven times in 
the head and 
chest. 

The court heard 
that Barker had 
only been 
employed with 
Phoenix Escorts 
agency for 10 
days before the 
alleged attack. 
Barker, who 
denies the 
charge of 
attempted mur¬ 
der, was reman¬ 
ded in custody 
and will appear 
at Northampton 
Crown Court 
next month. 

The man is 
recovering in 
hospital.

Villagers angry over move to close gym 


ANGRY villagers are furious at a 
specialist sports college’s 
decision to close its gym to the 
public. 

Witchford Village College will 
shut the doors to its gym to the 
general public next month 
because it cannot afford to keep 
it open at a loss of £20,000 a 
year. 

The fitness suite is widely-used 
by residents in Witchford and 
rural areas near Ely, including 
many older people referred to 
the gym by their doctor for 
physiotherapy. 

Helen Simonds, 66, who has 
attended the gym since it 
opened six years ago, believes it 


is an essential part of the 
community. 

Mrs Simonds, of Lawn Lane, 
Sutton, a former teacher at the 
college, said: “Witchford is a 
community college and closing 
the gym goes against everything 
community colleges stand for. 
“It’s an essential service for 
many older people in our area, 
who would struggle to get into 
the gyms in Ely, where it is a 
nightmare to park. 

“It’s very strange that when 
Government and district 
councils are encouraging people 
to become fitter, this school is 
closing its gym. 

“It’s a real shame, especially for 


the staff losing their jobs as they 
are experts in helping older 
people to exercise.” 

The gym members have now 
been given a “use it or lose it” 
ultimatum by college teacher 
David Taylor, who has given 
them until mid-August to find 70 
new members willing to sign up 
to payments by direct debit. 

Mr Taylor insisted it was wrong 
for the school to subsidise a 
loss-making gym for the benefit 
of the public. 

He said: “It’s been losing quite a 
lot of money over recent years - 
about £20,000 a year. 

“By the time the college has 
bailed out the fitness suite, there 


is nothing left to spend on 
anything else. 

“The money should be 
benefiting our students by 
improving the quality of teaching 
and learning at the college. 

“We don’t want to close it, but 
the gym is not sustainable and 
the money should be spent on 
students.” 

Mr Taylor added the gym would 
be available for hire if a suitable 
gym instructor could be found 
to accompany groups. It will 
remain open for students.

Dog rescue centre 
saved from brink 
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A DOG rescue centre 
threatened with closure 
due to a huge electricity 
bill has been saved after 
the Weekly News high¬ 
lighted its plight. 

Dozens of homeless dogs at 
Poplar Farm Rescue Kennels in 
Sutton Gault faced an uncert¬ 
ain future after it was hit by a 
£10,700 invoice from E.ON last 
week, to cover underpayments 
dating back five years. 

Pensioner Dave Linford, who 
runs the kennels, said he could 
not afford to pay and feared 
more than half of his 50 dogs 
would have to be put down if 
the 15-year-old kennels were 
forced to close. 

But E.ON has now contacted 
Mr Linford telling him the bill 
was to be reduced by £7,500, 
which will allow the centre to 
stay open. 

Mr Linford, 62, said: “Since 
the story appeared, things have 
started to happen. I was 
contacted by someone from 
E.ON confirming the bill has 
been lowered. It is great news 
as there was no way I could pay 
£10,700. 

“The £3,200 bill will be a 
struggle to pay, but it’s more 
manageable. It will mean some

tough times though and, unless 
people are very generous, we 
won’t be able to afford heating 
in the kennels in the winter. 

“I still think the whole thing 
is unreasonable and the bill 
should be wiped out completely. 

“I’ve been paying £100 a 
month in direct debit, thinking 
it was enough, and then I’m told 
I have to pay a huge bill. If I’d 
have known about it, I would 
have reduced my electricity use 
to a level that I could afford.” 

Mr Linford has also been 
heartened by the response from 
kind-hearted readers, who have 
visited the kennels this week 
offering to adopt a dog or make 
a donation. 

“We are quite overwhelmed 
by those people who have given 


us support, both morally and 
financially, and we have set up a 
special heating fund for the 
winter,” said Mr Linford. 

Timothy Clark, 70, of 
Tanner’s Lane, Soham, was 
moved to help. The acclaimed 
gardening author offered to 
give a series of talks to garden¬ 
ing clubs in the region to raise 
money for Poplar Farm. 

He said: “I adopted my dog, 
Ace, from Poplar Farm three 
years ago and he has been a 
wonderful companion. I’m just 
worried about the other dogs 
like Ace at the kennels.” 

An E.ON spokesman said: 
“We are sorry to hear of the 
distress this matter has caused 
Mr Linford and have spoken to 
him to confirm that we will be 
withdrawing £7,500 from his 
outstanding balance. 

“We have also confirmed that 
we will not be disconnecting his 
electricity supply as this is only 
ever a last resort for the non¬ 
payment of bills. 

“We will instead be offering 
Mr Linford a payment plan, 
whereby he can pay back the 
reduced balance over an 
extended period of time, 
interest free.”

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Council offers reward after 
vandals wreck village park 
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VANDALS have caused 
hundreds of pounds of 
damage at a much loved 
country park. 

Benches, trees and saplings 
were all wrecked at Fairchild’s 
Meadows during the mindless 
rampage at the park in 
Haddenham. 

The attack has angered 
villagers who fought for years 
to create the wildflower 
conservation area, which was 
eventually set up in 2003 using 
£85,000 of lottery money 

It has recently won further 
cash from the European Union 
to allow cattle to graze there. 

Haddenham Parish Council 
is now offering a £500 reward 
leading to the conviction of 
those who caused the vand¬ 
alism. 

Parish councillor Gareth 
Wilson, who also represents 
Haddenham on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
said: “Many people in our 
village worked very hard to see 
this wonderful nature area 
created, so it’s terrible to see 
such mindless and wanton 
destruction. 


“Why do some people 
damage things that have been 
provided for the whole village 
to enjoy? 

“Perhaps when they get old, 
they might want to sit down 
among the butterflies and 
enjoy the country view to the 
cathedral. 

“But it has deprived many 
people, particularly older 
people the chance to sit back 
and enjoy this fantastic area.” 

Police believe the damage 
took place on July 7 or 8 when 
freshly planted saplings were 


snapped in two and two 
benches were reduced to a pile 
of planks. 

One of the destroyed 
benches was given to the 
village by joiner Tony 
Elworthy and his wife Carol, 
in memory of their neigh¬ 
bours, Janie and Albert 
Gothard, who lived alongside 
them in Station Road. 

The parish council recently 
secured a grant from the 
European Union to drain 
Fairchild’s Meadow and make 
the land suitable for wildlife. 



They were in the process of 
preparing the land for grazing 
cattle when the vandals 
struck. 

Ken Bowcock, chairman of 
Haddenham Parish Council, 
said at the time: “This will be a 
most valuable asset to the 
village. It will enhance our 
environment in a way that can 
be enjoyed by all parishioners, 
particularly because it is so 
close to the built-up area.”

disaster is one of 
the objects on 
display at a new 
exhibition. 

The awards 
for bravery were 
presented to 
four railway 
staff, who helped 
to drive a heavy 
ammunitions 
train away from 
the town after it 
had caught fire 
on June 2,1944. 

The train later 
exploded killing 
two of the men, 
but their actions 
saved the town 
from certain 
destruction. 

One of the 
awards will be 
the centrepiece 
of a new display 
at Ely Museum, 
in Market Street, 
which also 
includes historic 
photographs of 
Ely and other 
historical items 
connected to the 
city.

Sir, I write on behalf of all 
present members of the Fitness 
Suite at Witchford Village 
College who wish to see the 
future of the suite secured for 
both college and community 
use in the future.

Finally the Royal Mail complains 
that its income makes these 
closures necessary. Why not 
increase income by increasing 
charges to the bulk mail 
business. As the sole provider of 
countrywide door-to-door 
deliveries they can make these 
services more profitable. Why 
not?

Hollow words by the Tories 


Sir, We feel compelled to write 
over the news that some local post 
offices are threatened with closure. 
We recognise the important part 
many post offices play in 
communities, and for this reason 
the Labour Government has 
invested £2 billion into the network 
since 1997, with a further £1.7 
billion up to 2011. 

However, we also feel it is 
important to understand that 
lifestyle changes have meant that 
the post office network needs to 
adapt if it is to have a long and 
viable future. 

Much of the post offices’ revenue 
comes from Government services. 
Yet the onset of the internet and 
direct banking has changed the 
way people live. For example, a 
million people a month now 


choose to pay their car tax online, 
while 90 per cent of new retirees 
now have their pensions paid 
directly into their back accounts. It 
now costs the taxpayer 1 p to pay 
a benefit or pension into a bank 
account, while it costs 80p to use 
the post office card account and 
£1.80 to pay by girocheque. 

The result of these lifestyle 
changes is that the post office has 
been running at a loss for several 
years and is currently losing £3.5 
million of taxpayers’ money a 
week. 

We are pushing for the best 
possible service that strikes a 
balance between our responsibility 
to taxpayers and the wider 
community’s needs. The 
Conservatives however hold a 
uniquely hypocritical position. They 


are campaigning to save 
threatened branches on the one 
hand, but have refused to commit 
to the very funding that keeps the 
vast majority of post offices open. 
This is a rather perplexing stance, 
as it actually puts at risk even more 
post offices, as currently only one 
in three branches turns a profit 
independently. 

We hope that readers will see 
through the Tories’ hollow words 
on local post offices, and 
recognise that the best way to 
ensure that a post office stays 
open is to use it throughout the 
year.

Mereham campaigners 
to deliver protest petition 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
stop a 5,100-home new town 
will deliver their petition to 
Westminster next week.

Son’s death in crash 
accidental - inquest

THE mother of a man 
killed by a Spanish lorry 
driving on the wrong side 
of the road wept as she 
heard the details of her 
son’s death. 

Elizabeth King wiped away the 
tears at an inquest last week into 
the death of her son Leighton, 
who was killed in a smash on the 
A142, near Stuntney, on January 
15, involving lorry driver Jose- 
Louis Miron-Romancho. 

Sitting with Leighton’s father, 
Tony, at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
the distraught mother heard her 
son was driving from his home in 
Soham to work at Dickersons 
waste plant in Waterbeach when 
his Ford Escort van was hit head- 
on by Miron-Ramancho’s lorry 

The 38-year-old from Granada 
had just pulled onto the A142 
between Soham and Ely, but had 
forgotten that he should drive on 
the left-hand side of the road. 

His attempts to swerve back to 
the left at the last minute proved 
too late and Mr King, who was 26, 
died of head injuries at the scene. 

In a statement read by coroner 
David Osborne, Miron-Roman-

cho said: “It was by instinct 
because we Spaniards drive on 
the right. We can be cheated by 
the subconscious at any time - 
the subconscious mind can fool 
us.” 

Miron-Romancho, 38, was 
banned from driving for 12 
months after admitting careless 
driving at Cambridge Magist¬ 
rates’ Court in April. 


The sentence was condemned 
by Leighton’s father Tony, who 
said he was “devastated” that the 
Crown Prosecution Service did 
not pursue a charge of causing 
death by dangerous driving, 
which has a maximum sentence 
of 14 years in prison. 

The inquest also heard from Pc 
Peter Bimson, a crash invest¬ 
igator, who said Mr King was not 
wearing a seatbelt. 

But when asked if the seatbelt 
could have saved Leighton’s life, 
he replied: “I suspect not. There 
was high intrusion into the 
driver’s compartment. The 
failure to wear a seatbelt would 
have made very little difference 
to the outcome.” 

The verdict was accidental 
death. 

Hundreds of people attended 
Mr King’s funeral in Isleham, on 
January 29. 

■ Driving without due care and 
attention, or careless driving, 
does not carry a custodial 
penalty and a new charge of 
causing death by careless 
driving, which would carry a 
maximum five-year prison term, 
will come into effect later this 
year. Our sister paper, the 
Cambridge Evening News, 
successfully campaigned for this 
change in the law after more than 
4,000 people signed our petition.

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Plane crash 
at airfield 

A PILOT and his passenger escaped 
unhurt after their microlight plane 
crashed at an airfield near Ely 

The 63-year-old pilot was about to touch 
down at the Sutton Meadows airfield on 
April 9 when his Ikarus microlight 
pitched up unexpectedly before nose¬ 
diving 15ft into the runway, an air 
investigation report said. 

The plane ended upside down on the 
tarmac, but the pilot, from Newark, in 
Nottinghamshire, and his passenger 
walked away from the crash unscathed. 

The pilot, who has not been named in 
the Air Accident Investigation Branch 
report, later claimed a sudden change in 
the wind, known as “windshear” was to 
blame for the accident. But the report’s 
author blamed pilot error for the crash. 

It said: “The pilot attempted to raise 
the nose, but there was insufficient 
height and the aircraft touched down on 
the nose landing gear which collapsed. 

“The propeller contacted the grass 
surface of the runway, the engine stopped 
and the aircraft came to rest after a short 
distance. The pilot considered that the 
aircraft had encountered some degree of 
windshear. 

“With the increased rate of descent 
and the nose-down attitude, there was 
insufficient height to prevent the nose 
landing gear contacting the runway with 
its resulting collapse.” 

The aircraft suffered major nose and 
propeller damage in the crash.

Choir’s fate taxed 
by charity change 


THEIR heavenly 
voices have filled the 
mighty nave of Ely 
Cathedral for cent¬ 
uries - drawing 
thousands of music 
lovers to hear them 
each year. 

But the sweet singing of 
the King’s School, Ely’s 
choir faces an uncertain 
future if tax breaks for 
private schools are 
redrawn, their head¬ 
teacher has warned. 

Sue Freestone said the 
school could be forced to 
cut back its 1,000-year ties 
with the cathedral, includ¬ 
ing its numerous perform¬ 
ances there, if the Charity 
Commission redefines 
what fee-paying schools 
have to do to maintain 
their charitable status. 

The school currently 
offers bursaries to 
choristers whose voices 
show promise - covering 
up to 50 per cent of 
£15,000-a-year school fees 
- but new rules could 
mean it may no longer be 
able to discriminate on 
musical grounds when 
awarding bursaries. 

Instead, the Charity 
Commission is set to issue 
guidance to force private 
schools to offer more

means-tested bursaries to 
local children whose 
parents cannot afford fees 
regardless of academic, 
sporting or musical merit. 

Those schools who fail 
to comply could lose some 
of the £100 million a year 
tax breaks, plus rates 
relief, stamp duty exemp¬ 
tion and Gift Aid, afforded 
to independent schools 
which demonstrate they 
are benefiting the wider 
community 

The upcoming changes 
follows complaints that 
private schools are offer¬ 
ing bursaries to “cream 
off” the brightest and 
most talented pupils from 
state schools. 

The school has now 
written to the commission 
asking for its good works 
in the cathedral, includ¬ 
ing numerous fund¬ 
raising concerts and 
dozens of evensong 
performances, to be taken 
into consideration as a 
public benefit. 

Sue Freestone said: 
“The core of the school’s 
being is its 1,000-year-old 
relationship with the 
cathedral. 

“But supporting the 


cathedral’s music is no 
longer part of the Charity 
Commission definition, 
and that may change its 
very nature.” 

School bursar Michael 
Vacher added the “public 
benefit” from the King’s 
School was much wider 
than the definition laid 
down by the Charity 
Commission. 

He said: “King’s School 
has made an immense 
contribution to Ely over 
the years. 

“We are a major 
employer in the city, 
which we help in many 
ways. Our sports facilities 
are used by local clubs 
and many local school- 
children visit them too. 

“We also have a link-up 
with other local colleges 
to promote science teach¬ 
ing and we also hold a 
wind band day for 200 
primary school children 
each year, not to mention 
the many concerts to help 
the cathedral.” 

The school also gives 
away more than 
£1.4 million in bursaries, 
scholarships and awards 
of its £10 million income, 
according to the last 
accounts lodged with the 
Charity Commission in 
2006.

Simon Parker, spokesman 
for the RSPCA, said: “While 
the majority of owners are 
responsible, we still see 
people going away and not 
making provisions for their 
pet, together with those who 
do not want to pay for 
veterinary care and either 
abandoning or giving up sick 
animals.”

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BlueMotion is the new green 



■ THE VOLKSWAGEN GOLF MATCH BLUEMOTION ... no disadvantages. 


ANOTHER day and another 
news story about rising fuel 
prices. Thank goodness then, 
for Volkswagen’s range of 
BlueMotion cars which 
represent the most efficient 
model in each of the 
company’s passenger car 
ranges. 

The Polo was the first of VW’s 
cars to get the BlueMotion badge, 
but the Golf followed soon after¬ 
wards and there’ll be at least nine 
members joining Volkswagen’s 
BlueMotion brigade by the end of 
the year. Each BlueMotion vehicle 
benefits from revised aero¬ 
dynamics, optimised gear ratios, a 
new turbocharger and hard com¬ 
pound tyres. The driver, meanwhile, 
benefits from a car with greater fuel 
efficiency and lower C02 emissions. 

Don’t be fooled into thinking that 
a BlueMotion model means a 
stripped-out, under-powered, no¬ 
thrills vehicle. When it comes to the 
Golf, the revisions have been made 
to the already decently specified 
and well-built S and Match models, 
which means the changes don’t 
come at the cost of comfort. Nor do 


its new green credentials come at 
the cost of style. In fact, the exterior 
of the Golf BlueMotion is virtually 
identical to that of the standard car, 
except for the badging and a slightly 
lowered suspension, dropped to aid 
aerodynamic efficiency There is an 
audible clue when you start the 
engine which is loud and clattery 
although not unduly unpleasant or 
harsh. There’s a lack of low-down 
response, which means that third 
gear is often the best option for city 
driving but on the motorways, the 
Golf is a smooth and relaxed 
cruiser. The driving style is easy 
enough to adapt to and the tall gears 
pose no difficulties in city traffic or 
at speed on the highways. 

There are few issues with ride 
and handling. The lowered 
suspension and high profile tyres 
make for a firm but not 


uncomfortable ride and the Golf 
corners with only a touch less 
steering accuracy and grip than the 
standard model. Its top speed of 
116mph matches that of its non- 
BlueMotion equivalent and there 
are no time penalties in the 0-62mph 
run either, which is completed in 
11.3 seconds. However, unlike its 
standard stablemate, it offers 
substantial savings with regards to 


fuel consumption, returning an 
additional 6.3mpg and a reduction 
of 13g/km in C02 emissions, from 
132g/km to 119g/km. 

BASICALLY... 

The Golf BlueMotion’s main 
weakness is its noisy engine, but 
that’s a small price to pay 
considering how much there is to 
gain.

Stevens’ zero-emission 


electric vehicles on way 



I ZERO-EMISSIONS ... the Zecar and Zevan use electric power. 


A ZERO-EMISSION car 
that does the equivalent of 
250 miles to the gallon, is 
set to roll off the 
production line this 
summer, its manufac¬ 
turers said this week. 

Stevens Vehicles say their 
electric cars and vans will cost 
under 2p a mile to run. 

The start-up company, which 
has its HQ in Port Talbot, South 
Wales, boast its vehicles would 
not produce toxins, pollutants, 
particulates, carbon derivatives 
or greenhouses gases - and did 
not require road tax. 

They can also be charged 
overnight from any standard 13 
amp electric socket. 

Their top speed however will 
be confined to 56mph and they 
have a maximum range of 50 
miles before they have to be re¬ 
charged. 

The Zecar, a family sized 
vehicle capable of carrying five 
adults, and the Zevan, which has 
a square side load bay large 
enough to take standard pallets, 
were designed and developed by 
Professor Tony Stevens. 

His son Peter, a former city 
banker, set up Stevens Vehicles 
to manufacture the vehicles for 
the UK market. 


They are currently able to 
produce one vehicle a day with 
the ability to scale up to 1,000 
models a year. The company was 
supported by the Welsh 
Assembly Government to set up 
production in Wales. 

Ieuan Wyn Jones, the Welsh 
Assembly Government Minister 
for the Economy and Transport, 
said: “The Assembly Govern¬ 
ment has been actively support¬ 
ing the automotive sector in the 
development of niche vehicles 
and alternative fuels and supply 
chains. 

“The zero emissions from 
these new vehicles support the 
Assembly Government’s clean 
energy policy and we welcome 
the investment by innovative 


businesses like Stevens 
Vehicles.” 

Peter Stevens said the design 
and development work was 
carried out by his father from a 
workshop in Kent and their 
dream was to go into production 
and manufacturing. 

“I chose Wales as the base for 
production and manufacture 
because of the help, support and 
enthusiasm we found here and 
are now taking that dream 
forward,” he said. 

“It is very hard to set up a car 
manufacturing plant - it’s not 
just the question of raising the 
finance, it’s about getting the 
right support and the Assembly 
Government has been hugely 
helpful.”

No crashes in Volvo’s plans

The claimant must 
be able to produce evidence of his/her interest in the property when required to do so 
by the Secretary of State. Compensation will not be paid where a claimant’s qualifying 
interest in the property cannot be verified. 

8. Interests in land qualifying for compensation are specified in section 2 of the Act. 
They are: 

a. For dwellings, the interest must be that of an owner by virtue of owning the freehold 
or a tenancy with at least three years left to run at the time of making the claim. 
Where the interest carries the right to occupy the property, the claimant must do so 
as his residence. 

b. For agricultural units, the interest must be that of an owner-occupier, that is, a person 
who occupies the whole of the unit and owns the freehold or a tenancy with at least 
three years left to run at the time of making the claim in the whole or any part of the unit. 

c. For other property that is not a dwelling or an agricultural unit, the interest must be that 
of an owner-occupier, that is, a person who occupies the whole or substantial part 
of the property by virtue of owning the freehold or a tenancy with at least three years 
left to run at the time of making the claim. The property must have an annual value that 
does not exceed £24,600 (this figure may be updated by Order from time to time). 

9. Special provisions under the Act apply to claims where the land is subject to a mortgage, 
where there are persons entitled under trusts or settlements or by inheritance and where 
there are tenants entitled to enfranchisement or extension under the Leasehold Reform 
Act 1967. 

10. Compensation is assessed by reference to property prices that are current on the first 
claim day.

A KARATE champion is rolling back 
the years as he attempts to reclaim 
the international martial arts 
competition which he won 16 years 
ago.

I’m feeling confident about my 
chances. I’ve been winning 
tournaments in the UK for the last 
three years and I was delighted to 
get into the GB squad, where the 
standard is very high. 

“Milan will be a fantastic experience 
and I’ll be up against some of the 
best fighters in the world. The fights 
involve a mix of karate, kung fu, 
judo and kickboxing, so I’ll have to 
be on my game. 

“I want to come back for one last 
shot to prove to myself that I can 
still compete with the best.” 

Ficarra does not reckon he’ll make 
it to the London 2012 Olympics, 
where karate could feature as an 
event for the first time. He said: “I’ll 
be 44 then, which is probably a bit 
over the hill for karate.”
